Georgetown candidates 
address voters at forum 


If the voter turnout April 5 is anything like the 
candidates’ attendance at Thursday night s 
forum, there won t be enough ballots to go 
around next month 
Every candidate for the Georgetown City 
Council and Georgetown School Board made a 
brief introduction at a program this week spon­ 
sored by the Georgetown Women’s Political 
Caucus. 
An audience of about 35 voters listened as 
school board hopefuls — Walter Doerfler Jr , 
Nick Sikes, Clare Mashburn, Don Hewlett and 
Harold Parker — spoke on some of the issues 
The reason D O ERFLER is running for the 
board is simple: “ My children will be in the 
Georgetown School system next year and I d like 
to see that they — and all the other children — 
get the quality education they deserve " 
A lifetime resident of the Georgetown area, he 
said he sees no faults with the present board of 
trustees. Doerfler said, however, that the board 
must be able to meet the challenges of a growing 
school district. “ We need more classrooms and 
more teachers." 
He said he will put his support behind every 
school program, “ whether it be football, 
baseball or one-act plays 
He stressed that dis­ 
cipline must come from the parents, but the 
school system should be prepared to punish 
students who disrupt the classroom. 
SIKES introduced himself as a professional 
educator who has served in Texas public schools 
for ll years. “ I feel my experience in school ad­ 
ministration and in listening to board members 
provides me with the background and knowledge 
that perhaps doesn t exist at this time " 
Sikes said he will work for the best quality 
education “ given the tax dollars we have to 
spend. " He will devote time to bringing all parts 
of the school district into closer cooperation

Beginning to feel your years9 The great 
biologist Thomas Henry Huxley lived well into 
his ninth decade and was productive until the 
day he died He believed, he said, that the es­ 
sence of genius was to carry the spirit of the 
child into old age. Huxley knew how to live and 
like it. He never lost the excitement of being 
alive. He was asked how he got that way, what 
was the secret of his youthfulness? 
WITHOUT H ESITA TIO N he answered 
“ Never think any old thoughts, forget your aches 
and pains, stay interested in what goes on. live in 
the future and not in the past, and thank God 
every day.’’ 
My old friend Neely Landrum was like that. At 
80 he lived an active life, riding horses, playing 
golf and carrying the burden of a $50 million 
business enterprise on his shoulders. He never 
referred or deferred to his age, never mentioned 
his physical problems and was intensely in­ 
terested in everything that went on around him. 
especially with the young people on the 
Southwestern University campus. 


Neely had a massive heart attack and two days 
later was still fighting for his life in the 
emergency ward of the local hospital the last 
time I talked to him Dr. Gaddy let me slip into 
the room and, very softly, I eased up beside him. 
“ Son," he said, "I sure have been sick ." 
"I know it," I told him. "but you have got this 
thing licked and you and I still have a lot of golf 
to play." He looked at me and his eyes flashed 
He was smiling when I left him but he didn’t 
make it A couple of days later he kept another 
appointment. 


“ We must all keep in mind that schools are for 
children — not for board members anc really not 
for parents Kids should have some say in their 
education," he said Sikes added he will rely on 
research and studies to keep Georgetown 
schools up-to-date 
CLARE MASHBURN said that as a mother, 
former substitute teacher, and a DarticiDant in 
several school-related projects, “ I am always in 
contact with people who give me constant feed­ 
back on education in general and education in 
Georgetown ." 
She said she sees the school board as a job to 
make policies. ■, valuate policies and evaluate 
administration “I have the time to do the job 
and I'm willing to do research to see that it done 
correctly". Mashburn said 
The implementation of the quarter system will 
require development of new policies, Mashburn 
added She said that the quarter system will 
allow flexibility of curriculum and give students 
the chance “ to be educated for their leisure 
time." 
Among her activities, she serves as 
superintendent and supervisor in the Grace 
Episcopal Church Sunday School. 
DON HEWLETT. 39-year-old president of the 
Georgetown Chamber of Commerce, has four 
children in the Georgetown School system He 
has served on the local Hospital Board and other 
civic positions. A position on the school board 
would give him opportunity to further serve his 
community, Hewelett said. 
Hewlett said that two Georgetown School 
issues 
are of prim ary concern — the 
curriculum and the counseling system. He said 


he recognizes the need for both the "trade school 
approach and the academic approach" to educa­ 
tion 
Hewlett said that Georgetown must 
provide programs to prepare the student who 
chooses to go to college 
“ Perhaps the pendulum has 
swung too far 
toward the trade school approach." he said 
Hewlett suggested more stress on college prep 
programs. To complement this, he said a strong 
guidance counseling program is needed to assist 
students in deciding whether to go from high 
school to college or to a job 


HAROLD PA RK ER, an incumbent school 
trustee, said that in his past three years on the 
Georgetown School Board, “ I believe I have 
made substantial contributions" to the school 
district Although the board has finished the task 
of building a new high school, there is more work 
to be done. Parker added. 


The fact that the school district is making the 
move to open a new school building will 
necessitate several changes, such as new 
facilities and renovations in the lower grade 
levels, Parker said. 
He said he supports the present school ad­ 
ministration. headed by Superintendent Jack 
Frost He said he trusts the administration to 
handle the problems of teacher evaluation and 
curriculum. “ I think we have good guidelines for 
evaluation of teachers and curriculum," Parker 
said. 
Evaluating teachers is a big responsbility. he 
said 
“ Georgetown has some of the finest 
teachers anywhere." he added.

Dog owners fined 


in law violations 


Two more Georgetown dog owners were found 
guilty this week of violationg the city's 7-month- 
old leash law 
Municipal Judge Timothy Maresh assessed a 
$15 fine in each case. 
Both pet owners said they would oomph with 
the law in the future 
Judge Maresh warned that the maximum 
penalty of $200 might be levied if either of the 
citizens is convicted of the violation again 
One of the men tried under the leash la a 
Wednesday remarked. “ I would like to see this 
law followed all the way through. If the city real­ 
ly did enforce it, there would be IOO people on 
trial, not just two or three " 
Fred Langenegger. the city’s part-time dog 
warden, said he will continue to file complaints 
against dog owners who violate the law 
Three citizens have been convicted so far un­ 
der the dog control ordinance 
The law states: “ No owrner of any dog shall 
permit such dog to run at large within the city 
limits. At large shall be intended to mean off the 
premises of the owner and not under the com­ 
plete control of the owners, either by leash, cor- 
d, chain or otherwise." 


“ If any dog at large, or not under the com­ 
plete control of its owner, overturns a securely 
covered garbage container, or removes any gar­ 
bage from any such securely covered container, 
then such dog shall be conclusively presumed to 
be a mischievous dog and a dog of mischievous 
propensities and tendencies." 


"Any dog found within the City in violation of any of the provisions of this chapter shall im­ 
mediately be impounded and kept for a period of seventy-two hours and then disposed of

Non-smokers need relief 


Non-smokers of Texas 
unite! Use your influence 
to help secure a state law creating sanctuaries in 
public* places where you can go without inhaling the 
killing fumes of another person’s cigarettes 
SENATE BILL 59 submitted by Senator Jack Ogg, 
and two house bills sponsored by Representatives Lyn 
don Olson, Senfronia Thompson and John Sutton essen­ 
tially prohibit smoking in public buildings where those 
allergic to it or otherwise seriously impaired by tobac­ 
co smoke cannot escape ii 
Wednesday this week the Ogg bill was approved by 
the Senate and now faces action in the House of 
Representatives. 
The proposed bill would in no way impair the 
privilege of anyone to smoke but would permit each 
citizen to have the same right — to breathe smoke- 
filled air or not, as he chooses. Since this is the pur­ 
suance of the "equal protection” promised by the 
Constitution, it can hardly be controversial, especially 
with the provision that designated smoking areas be 
permitted in all places where smoking is prohibited. 
Indeed, only then will every citizen — both the two- 
thirds who don't smoke and the one-third who do — 
have equal rights 
IF YOU AGREE, then write to your state represen­ 
tative and urge the need for a comprehensive bill 
which would include hospitals, doctor's waiting rooms, 
government buildings, lecture halls and restaurants, 
as well as other public places already named in the 
bills that have been submitted. 
This has become a serious m atter to non-smokers, 
especially those who are allergic to tobacco smoke. If 
the tobacco companies were really on the ball they 
would recognize the problem and be in the fore-front of 
the effort to give relief to those who need it. 


Gasoline follies 


Buy a car to stimulate the economy, and then avoid 
driving it to save gasoline.

If you’re a motorist who's 
tempted to pass a school bus 
along the road, don’t do it while

As the Georgetown PTA 
learned Tuesday night, passing 
a bus in that situation will cost 
the driver a fine of at least 
$27 50 and possibly as much as 
$200. 
Police Chief John Shearin and 
other local law enforcement of­ 
ficials discussed safety for 
pedestrians and motorists 
before about 50 concerned 
parents and teachers at the 
Georgetown E le m e n ta ry 
School.

Rare cemetery uncovered 
at Granger Dam project 


Rare Indian artifacts, including a 
prehistoric cemetery with 25 human 
skeletons, were discovered during a 3-year 
archeological project in the Granger Dam 
area on the San Gabriel River in east 
Williamson County, a recent report shows. 
The report was published this month by 
the Texas Archeological Survey. Elton R 
Prewitt, an archeologist with the Balcones 
Research Center in Austin, conducted the 
project 
Prewitt uncovered the finds at the 
Loeve-Fox Site, situated in an alluvial 
terrace on the left bank of the San Gabriel 
River 
“ The excavations at the Loeve-Fox Site 
have resulted in the collection of 12,486 ar­ 
tifacts (including 11,918 waste flint 
flakes), varied faunal remains, portions of 
25 human skeletons and other data per­ 
taining to the physical and cultural history 
of the site,’’ the report on the project 
states. 
The cemetery, at least 1000 years old, is 
thought to be the most important dis­ 
covery at the site. 
“ The area emcompassed by the 
cemetery is essentially circular and is 
about IO feet in diameter,” the study 
reads. 
“ In general terms, the lower or ap­ 
parently earlier interments are in a semi- 
flexed position; that is, the knees are 
drawn up to a 90-degree angle or less from 
the axis of the spine with the feet near the 
pelvis, and the hands are usually placed on 
the pelvis or on the legs. 
“ The higher interments are in a tightly 
flexed position; the knees are tightly fold­ 
ed against the chest with the hands under 
or near the chin.” 
Nineteen of the 25 individuals represent 
single interments, the report explains. 
A notable point is that, with one excep­ 
tion, the body is always pointed in a north- 


northwest to south-southeast direction 
“ Another aspect of the cemetery in 
general is the inclusion of miscellaneous 
material within the fill. Projectile point 
fragments, numerous flint flakes, oc­ 
casional burned rocks and various animal 
bone are scattered throughout the 
cemetery,’ Prewitt reported. 
Six of the skeletons were associated 
with arrow points, in such a manner as 
to suggest that the penetration of pro­ 
jectiles was the cause of death, the re­ 
port states. 
Prewitt said, “ At least one individual 
within the cemetery is interpreted as be­ 
ing of differential status, possibly a 
shaman or someone with outstanding or 
unusual competence in certain aspects of 
the society’s activities. 
“ This is based on the inclusion of a con­ 
ch shell pendant in one of the graves. Such 
raw materials as conch shells are foreign 
to the region and artifacts made of them 
most likely were prized possessions and 
objects or symbols of outstanding com­ 
petence wealth or power. 
“ That such an object should be left with 
the body of the possessor at the time of in­ 
terment may reflect the role of that per­ 
son in the affairs of the society,’’ Prewitt 
added. 
Besides the cemetery, artifacts included 
arrow heads, pottery, and tools. 
An analysis of the skeletons showed that 
“ arthritis was a very common disease 
among this group of people, particularly 
among the middle-aged males and 
females Overall, 50 percent of the adults 
show signs of arthritis.” 
The excavation was funded by a grant 
through the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 
The Texas Archeological Survey has 
applied for a similar grant for a project in 
the North Fork dam area.

Several 
hundred 
property 
owners in Georgetown have not 
r e c e i v e d 
t h e i r 
1974 
t a x 
statem ents because they failed 
to notify the city of a change in 
address, Robert Caluette, city 
tax-assessor-collector, said. 
Caluette said that according 
to state law. it s the taxpayer's 
responsibility to contact the tax 
office about a new address. 
Pointing to the letters return­ 
ed by the post office, he noted, 
‘These people will probahi” be 
mighty angry when we do track 
down their correct addresses, 
because the taxes are already 
delinquent and subject to a 
penalty. 
‘But the law on this m atter is 


that the property owner is 
obligated to notify us when he 
or she has a change in ad­ 
dress.” 
The problem is a common one 
for the tax collectors for the 
Georgetown School D istrict, 
Williamson County go v ern ­ 
ment. and other local cities, 
Caluette said. 
He will m eet with the county 
and school tax collectors to try 
to update the addresses on 
hard-to-find taxpayers. 
Caluette said it would be a 
good idea later this year for 
property owners to com e to the 
city tax office and check the 
property value listed under 
their name on the tax roll.

Prospective police officers 
just out of college have a 
chance to get fully certified if 
they can get a job with a police

in the Place 2 race 


THE FIRST QUES HON ask 
ed by concerned parents was 
What action should be taken 
against delinquent taxpayers in 
th e L i b e r t y Hill Sc h o o l 
District? 
C arlisle stated. 
“Every 
property owner should pay his 
taxes " H e said that when taxes 
become delinquent for a full 


Holloway replied. “ The school 
district is not in business to 
make m oney and does not 
operate as a bank does 
He 
said that although everyone 
should pay his taxes the school 
board should not m ake it a 
practice to sue people who 
don’t. 
“ I can’t see spending money 
on a law’ firm to collect delin­ 
quent taxes, 
Holloway added 
He said he opposes the action 
taken by the school trustees this

Carlisle was in support of the 
recent decision bv the Liberty 
Hill School B oard to give 
teachers a pay incentive of up 
to $350 He called it an “ ex­ 
cellent idea 
and said it helps 
the school district to get the 
“ cream of the crop" for the 
Liberty Hill faculty 
Holloway noted that Liberty 
Hill is 
just getting started 
now 
I don’t see where you 
could give a pay incentive." He 
said now teachers .should not 
receive a salary above the state 
m i n i m u m 
b u t 
t h a t 
a 
"reasonable schedule 
should 
be worked out to r e w a r d 
teachers who stay with the 
Liberty Hill School District for 
a 
good tim e 
He suggested a 
y e a r l y 
c o n s i d e r a t i o n of 


teachers salaries 
Moore said that a “ quality 
educational system demands 
quality teachers.” Presently in 
Liberty Hill, there are some 
good teachers who live in the 
community and have a “ vested 
interest" in the school district, 
he said 
Moore added that “ex­ 
cellence will move away unless 
the school district pavs for it 
QUESTION NO 3 was What 
electiv e co u rses should be 
offered at the Liberty Hill 
School0 
Carlisle said that the drop-out 
rate in Liberty Hill and other 
a r e a s 
is 
an 
i n c r e a s i n g 
problem 
The reason for it is 
that in som e cases, education 
does not fill the needs of the 
students " 
He noted that in the Liberty 
Hill area, less than IO percent 
of the high school graduates go 
on to c o l l e g e . C a r l i s l e 
recommended that, without ig­ 
noring academ ic courses 
the 
school district should concen­ 
trate on developing a strong 
vocational program 
Holloway said that the offer­ 
ing of electives by the school 
board should be the result of 
research 
He said the board 
should work to provide courses 
for whatever field “ a student 
wants to go into “ 
Moore replied that the Liber­ 
ty Hill electives should cover 
not all the fields, but some of 


th e m .” He said the school 
board should choose the offer­ 
ing of electives w’ith “an idea of 
wh i c h s u b j e c t a r e a s a r e 
needed ' 
Specifically, he suggested 
having courses in business, 
such as typing, shorthand and 
a c c o u n t i n g ; 
o c c u p a t i o n - 
oriented program s, such as 
welding, woodwork, and auto 
mechanics; and cultural and 
literary program s, including a 
foreign language. 
THE PTA ALSO ASKED the 
candidates: 
Are the present 
taxes levied by the Liberty Hill 
School District excessive0 
Carlisle said that, based on 
other school districts he has liv­ 
ed in. Liberty Hill taxes are not 
e x c e s s i v e 
He 
s a i d 
t ha t 
although the tax rate is high. 
the property values on the tax 
rolls are low. 
H o l l o w a y 
n o t e d 
t h a t 
“ everything has gone up." and 
taxes are no exception He did 
not consider the present Liber­ 
ty Hill taxes excessive 
Moore also said that the pre­ 
sent tax structure is not ex­ 
c es s iv e 
“ E v e r y 
d o l l a r 
collected has a just cause 
in 
the school d istrict’s budget, he 
explained 
QUESTION NO. 5 WAS: 
Should the president of the 
FTA be ah unofficial mem ber 
of the school board’’ 
Carlisle said he would favor 


the proposal. “ It s an excellent 
idea and it will keep the school 
trustees better inform ed." 
Holloway replied. “ I can t 
see that it would hurt anything" 
to have the PTA president on 
the board. 
Moore said he did not see a 
“ real need for it at the present 
time, because the organization 
of the school board meetings 
now allows for freedom of ex­ 
pression ” 
He said the board sessions 
are structured to perm it com­ 
m ents from the audience to the 
school board If the PTA presi­ 
dent is allowed to serve in an 
unofficial capacity, then other 
interest groups would be en­ 
titled to the same opportunity. 
Moore added 
Asked how they felt about set­ 
ting aside 15 m inutes at each 
board meeting for hearing com­ 
ments from the audience, the 
candidates responded this way: 
Moore said he is in favor of 
the idea, “ although the actual 
application of this concept 
would 
probably exceed 
15 
m inutes." 
Holloway replied that the 
time should depend on the 
problem and that the t.m e 
should not be limited 
C arlisle said he does not 
favor setting aside a specific 
tim e for com ments from the 
floor 
“ I d much rather have 
audience participation on an 


issue at the sam e tim e the issue 
is being considered by the 
board,” he said. The audience 
should be able to approach the 
school board and make com­ 
m ents at any time, he added 
H ollow ay considered 
the 
preparations for making Liber­ 
ty Hill an accredited high 
school as the most pressing 
problem the school district 
faces “ This has priority,” he 
said 


Moore said that the school 
district has the big task of 
providing a quality education in 
the present nine grades while 
developing program s for the 
coming three grades. 
He said the school board 
n e e ds u n d e r s t a n d i n g and 
assistance from the communi­ 
ty Taxpayers must recognize 
the “ magnitude of the needs of 
the school district as as they 
relate to dollars,” he added 


Carlisle stated. “ Amen,” to 
Moore’s reply and added that 
the school district must concen­ 
trate on organization and plan­ 
ning for the future. He stressed 
the need for vocational-oriented 
program s and for a quality 
counselor and guidance system 
He said that a guidance 
program will help students 
choose their goals and that the
